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primary manufacturing site for Gould’s 
line of industrial automation systems 
and products. 

The North Andover operation will be 
located in what is now known as 
Brickstone Properties. The company has 
extensively renovated the former Davis 
and Furber Mills complex at Elm and 
Water streets.

At the North Andover complex, office, 
sales, and engineering personne! will be 
consolidated. This will include the trans- 
fer of some people from Nashua and 
another New Hampshire location where 
the company currently leases space. 

It is estimated that there will be in the 
vicinity of 700 people in the North And- 
over operation.

Bartlet Street 
Home Conversion 
Plans Presented 


Tuesday night, the Planning Board 
agreed to recommend approval of 
plans by J.B. Doherty Realty to 
convert a house at 12 Bartlet St. to 
professional offices. The recommen- 
dation, which stipulated that land- 
scaping plans—which include the 
filling and piping of the old Rogers 
Brook bed beside the rear municipal 
parking lot—be installed before oc- 
cupancy; that evergreen screening 
between the business and neighbors 
be four feet high at planting, and 
that curbing be installed, was for- 
warded to the building department, 
which had requested the non-binding 
site plan review. The conversion will 
include a two-story addition, each 
floor of which will measure approxi- 
mately 25 by 40 feet, and the building 
of a 19-space parking area on the 


site. 

The board also voted unanimously 
to approve the widening of an en- 
trance road serving the Riverside 
Park industrial/commercial subdivi- 
sion on River Road. The approval is 
dependent upon approval of the 
plans by the Conservation Commit- 
tee. 


Also approved—pending a letter 
confirming approval by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works—was the mov- 
ing of a house from a River Road 
locale to Donald Circle. The move is 
scheduled to begin at 7:30 a.m. on 
Thursday, Aug. 28, and to use Shat- 
tuck Road beginning at 9 or 9:30 a.m. 
Contractors expect to cross Chandler 
Road at Donald Circle by the close of 
the business day.

Getting A Rare Glimpse Of 
Life In East Germany

In the photos, big-city buildings rise in 
a modern jumble of steel and glass. 
There are ornate cathedrals; a summer 
cottage on a hilly riverbank; even a 
small but brand-new station wagon. 

These are photographs filled with the 
trappings of life as we recognize it. 
There is, however, a curiously muted 
tone to them. The colors do not vibrate; 
even streets filmed in sunlight seem 
drab, as if tempered with grey. 

The pictures, snugged into plastic 
pockets in an album, were taken by the 
Rev. Dennis Kohl, pastor of Andover’s 
Faith Lutheran Church, and his wife, Ka- 
rin. They offer a rare glimpse into life 
beyond capitalist borders, in East Ger- 
many. 

The Kohls have crossed those borders 
twice—once as tourists, and once, more 
recently, as guests in the home of East 
German citizens. If, the first time, the 
couple saw the sights of the countryside, 
the second trip gave them a unique close- 
up view of the everyday life of its people 

In many ways, say the Kohls, it is a life 
that, like the pictures, seems tinged with 
grey. 

‘‘Being there reminded me of being in 
the coal regions of Pennsylvania in the 
1950s.’’ Dennis Kohl nods toward the al- 
bum held by Karin, who sits across the 
den from him in their Chandler Road 
home. “Drab; things in ill-repair; not 
many options for people.”’ 

And yet, as the couple tell it, it is a life 
of music, family togetherness, low crime 
and—for those whose economic station 
makes it possible—modest summer 
homes and station wagons 

“Irony,” says Dennis, ‘‘is a good word 
to describe East Germany.”’ 

The Kohls’ first trip, which laid the 
groundwork for the later and more inti- 
mate visit, took place in March 1985. Ka- 
rin, who has a masters degree in 
Musicology from Boston University, tea- 
ches piano and works as organist for the 
church. As a member of the Bach Socie- 
ty, she signed up for a trip to Leipzig, 
where she planned to attend a special 
convention in honor of the composer’s 
300th anniversary 

Martin Luther lived, studied and lead 
his religious reformation in the Leipzig 
area. Because of the ‘‘Lutheran connec- 
tion,’’ he says, Dennis decided to accom- 
pany her. 

On Bach’s birthday, March 21, the cou- 
ple missed the super-prompt departure 
of a tourist bus scheduled to go to Eise- 
nach, the composer’s birthplace. When 
they asked the station master for the 
time of the next bus, he ushered them 
onto one that was just leaving. 

It was, as it turned out, a bus desig- 
nated for East Germans—the govern- 
ment had a policy of keeping its citizens 
segregated from tourists whenever pos- 
sible. 

Everyone around them was speaking 
German. Dennis had studied the lan-

guage for seven years in school; he and 
Karin discovered that the woman behind 
them had been studying English. She and 
the Kohls struck up a halting, bilingual 
conversation. 

‘‘We just started talking about what we 
were doing in Leipzig,’’ says Karin. ‘‘She 
and her husband were Lutheran, and 
they found out Dennis was Lutheran.”’ 

It was a point of immediate friendship. 

As Dennis explains it, Christianity 
plays a strange but useful role in East 
German society. For a long time after 
the war, practicing Christians were os- 
tracized. About six years ago, the gov- 
ernment discovered that Christianity 
served society—primarily by initiating 
social programs—so it lifted its restric- 
tions and allowed the faithful to practice 
their beliefs. 

‘About 30 percent of the population of 
East Germany see themselves as mem- 
bers of the church,’’ says Dennis. Ap- 
proximately 98 percent of those, he 


estimates, are Lutheran. He character- 
izes East German Lutherans as strong, 
active and devout churchgoers. 

Ironically, though officially sanc- 
tioned, those who worship are rebels of a 
sort. “‘It’s something you do because you 
have consciously chosen to take a 
stand—which is a stand that is critical of 
the government,” he says. 

The Kohls and their East German bus- 
mates, Beate and Horst Sterzik, discov- 
ered they had more in common than 
their religion. Beate studied music in 
Eisenach and was the cantor—the music 
teacher/leader—in her church. Both 
families had played host on occasion to 
foreign visitors—the Kohls, to guests 
from both East and West Germany; the 
Sterziks, to individuals from such exotic 
locales as Mozambique. 

The conversation was open, yet guard- 
ed. The two couples developed a peculiar 
code—‘‘She would say a sentence,”’ says

Decline Reported At Standex 


Standex International Corporation (NYSE) 
reported a 12 percent decline in earnings per 
share in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1986. The 
year ended on a stronger note, however, with 
fourth quarter earnings per share up 17 percent 
on a sales gain of 8 percent over the previous 
year. 

Thomas L. King, president and chief exec- 
utive, stated, ‘“‘While the fiscal ’86 results are 
somewhat disappointing, there were signs of en- 
couragement for the coming year. The fourth 
quarter proved to be the strongest of the year 
for Standex and we are optimistic that this mo- 
mentum will carry over into fiscal 1987.” 

In the fourth quarter ended June 30, Standex 
reported a 17 percent increase in earnings on a 
sales increase of 7.8 percent over the previous 
year. Earnings were 34 cents a share on net in- 
come of $4.3 million, compared to 29 cents a 
share on net income of $3.9 million in the prior 
year. Sales for the latest quarter amounted to 
$98 million, compared to $90.9 million in the 
prior year. 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, Standex 
earned $1.20 a share on net income of $15.6 mil- 
lion, as compared with $1.37 a share on net in- 
come of $18.6 million in fiscal 1985. Sales for the 
latest year amounted to $376.3 million, as com- 
pared to $375.3 million in the prior year. Per 
share earnings were based on 13 million shares 
outstanding. Fiscal 1985 sales included $10.6 mil- 
lion from two operating units that were subse- 
quently sold. 

‘‘Standex’s balance sheet continues to be in 
excellent shape,” King stated. ‘“‘On June 30, 
book value amounted to $11.85 per share and the 
current ratio as 3 to 1. The company’s debt-to- 
capital ratio was a conservative 23 percent.

Hammer toes are small-toe deformities 
that occur in the little joints of the toes. 
Their cause can be attributed to 
inherited bone and joint structures and 


are aggravated by shoe gear. 


A Hammer toe is usually a “‘flexor”’ or 
‘‘claw-like’’ deformity of the Ist joint of 
the small toe. The joint then buckles 
upwards and rubs in the shoe. The 
rubbing irritates the skin and joint and 
causes a painful swollen joint along 
with a painful corn over the joint. 


Following a thorough examination we 
will discuss our treatment modalities. 
Correction of this deformity can be the 
simple releasing of tendons to correct 
the “‘claw-like’’ deformity or the 
removal of a small piece of bone 
together with the releasing of tendons 
to realign the joint. 

All these precedures are done in the 
office operatory under local anesthesia.

It was not an illogical assumption. For the 
past ten years, until he was called upon recently 
to replace Fr. Jim Vitali—who has been as- 
signed to a parish in Mechanicsville, N. Y.—Fr. 
Gordon (as he introduces himself) was in 
charge of fund-raising for the missions. In the 
course of his duties, he made appeals to a num- 
ber of families in Andover, and throughout the 
United States, from his office at Pennsylvania’s 
Villanova University—‘‘The ‘Augustinian facto- 
ry,’ they call it,”’ he says with his ready smile.

Fr. Jim’s shadow,” he says. “IT want to be con- 
sidered someone unique.’ 

Fr. Gordon hopes to make his mark through 
his approachablility. ‘‘I want to be very friendly 
and open,” he says. ‘‘I would hope I’d meet that 
in others. This seems to be a very friendly 
area.”’ He is looking forward to working directly 
with individuals in the parish. * ‘The only real joy 
in life is helping others,’ he muses. “Working 
with them one on one. Perhaps in the past, I’ve 
been somewhat deprived of that—even in teach- 
ing, you’re facing a whole classroom.”’ 

The assignment is especially exciting to Fr. 
Gordon, he says, because it allows him to prac- 
tice what his order preaches, so to speak. 
According to the priest, Augustinians are known 
for their emphasis on community living—the 
formation of a core community of the religious 
and, from it, an outreach to form other commu- 
nities (in this case, the parish) within the larger 
world. It is a philosophy, says Fr. Gordon, that 
provides a special resource to a high-tech town 
like Andover, where people are mobile and need 
a sense of belonging. 

“‘We would like to think that we would relate 
individually to our parishioners,” he says. ‘‘Not 
that we would be sitting in our rectory as if in an 
ivory tower. We want to be out rubbing elbows 
with the community. People notice that Augusti- 
nians really do like to be with people.” The 
smile flashes again. ‘‘We’re really nice guys.”’ 

Although his assignment is new, Fr. Gordon 
has met both the church’s pastor, the Rev. Rich- 
ard O’Leary, and his fellow associate pastor, Fr. 
Art Johnson, in the course of life in his own reli- 
gious community. He and Fr. Johnson were or- 
dained together 23 years ago; shortly afterward, 
he and Fr. O’Leary taught at the same time in 
the same high school. 

Now, after 23 years of teaching, administra- 
tion and fund-raising, with its attendant travel 
to mission sites, Fr. Gordon will be working with 
his two present and former colleagues to deter- 
mine the needs of St. Augustine’s parish—and to 
discover how his unique talents can best be used 
to fulfill those needs. Fr. Gordon is approaching 
the assignment with enthusiasm. “‘It is an en- 
tirely new and exciting challenge,” he says. “‘I 
have an awful lot to learn about parish life— 
rather than bringing ‘baggage’ with me, I feel 
like I’m starting new.”’

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To Summer Street Project 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Tuesday night, after fielding a lengthy 
and, at times, angry unilateral dis- 
cussion, the Planning Board ferwarded 
its non-binding recommendation to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals to-disapprove 
plans for a proposed moderate income 
housing project off Summer Street. 

Among the board’s objections to the 
plans for the 36-unit projeet—proposed 
under state legislation known as the 
“anti-snob zoning law’’(Chapter 774, 
40B)—were the sensitivity of the site, 
drainage and traffic concerns, and the 
inadequacy of sewer service. 

Although the meeting between the 
board and the audience of more than 100 
residents produced a great deal of heat, 
it shed no new light on the e@gineering 
details of the project because Neither de- 
veloper Paul Bruk nor hig. representa- 
tives chose to attend. Physical Planner 
Steve Colyer told the board that Bruk’s 
project attorney, Robert LaVoie, had 
told him that his client felt that he had 
already given the town as much informa- 
tion as the law required. 

Bruk’s absence rankled board mem- 
bers, including Chairman Michael 
Houghton. ‘‘I’m offended,” he said at one 
point in the discussion. ‘‘This board is 
offended. If they want to be neighbors in 
this town, they should come talk to us.” 

Attending residents appeared to be 
more than offended; many seemed 
frankly irate—both at the developer’s re- 
fusal to appear, and at provisions of 
Chapter 774 which, Colyer explained, al- 
low developers to bypass local regula- 
tions if one general ‘comprehensive 
permit’’ is approved by the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. A number of participants had 
to be reminded by Houghton not to plead 
their case during the initial presentation 
of the project to the board, a task that 
fell to Colyer because he had acted as 
liaison between Bruk and the town. 

In his introduction, Colyer explained 
that the eight-acre site, which is bounded 
by single-family homes on Washington 
Avenue and Pine, Elm and Summer 
streets, had been considered for subdivi- 
sion in 1977 and in 1984. Both plans, 
which had featured single-family dwell- 
ings, were disapproved by the board be- 
cause of drainage and traffic 
considerations. 

The current project plans, said Colyer, 
feature two two-and-one-half-story build- 
ings. Of the 36 units proposed, eight 
would have three bedrooms, eight would 
feature one bedroom, and the remaining 
20 would be two-bedroom units. 

He noted that the Andover Housing Au- 
thority has expressed an interest in pur- 
chasing at least eight of the finished 
units—those with three bedrooms— 
through state funding, in order to rent 
them at low cost to low-income families. 
The remaining units would be sold as 
condominiums ‘‘at profit,’ he said, but 
costs would be limited to a range of $80,- 
000 to $85,000, with re-sale profits limited 


by deed covenant. 

Colyer said that it appeared that ap- 
proximately 300 feet of new sewer line 
would have to be installed to serve the 
site—an ‘‘off-site improvement’”’ that 
would have to be financed by the devel- 
oper. He expressed concern over the pro- 
ject’s wetland locations and potential 
drainage problems which would be gov- 
erned, Bruk had told him, by a detention 
pond. ‘“‘What we have, to be frank, is 
very little technical data,” he said. 

Traffic to and from the project’s 72- 
space parking lot would use an entrance 
through land on Summer Street, Colyer 
said, adding, “‘Again, no detailed traffic 
data has been supplied by the devel- 
oper.’’ He noted that Bruk had indicated 
that he saw no real negative impact from 
the placement, which would lie within 
150 feet of two intersections. 

Colyer explained that he had been 
seeking further engineering and safety 
data from Bruk since his April 18 appli- 
cation for the comprehensive permit. 
“This information has been requested 
from this applicant more than a half-doz- 
en times by me,” he said. ‘Don’t think I 
haven’t tried to get it.” 

However, he added, under the terms of 
the comprehensive permit application, 
Bruk was not obliged to tender requested 
data to any town body except the ZBA. 

When Colyer finished, Chairman 
Houghton studied the plans. ‘“‘One thing 
that concerns me is, between the wet- 
lands, the ponds, the paving, fire lanes, 
buildings—where would a kid kick a 
ball?”’ 

Colyer responded that he, too, had his 
concerns—but that the developer has 
maintained that the project allows ad- 
equate open space. 

Houghton then summarized his view of 
the plans as presented. They showed, he 
said, an eight-acre lot, with 3.4 acres of 
buildable uplands, served by inadequate 
sewers, plagued by drainage problems, a 
negative traffic impact and a lack of 
open area for recreation, all of which 
had been proposed by a ‘“‘proponent who 
doesn’t feel this board is important 
enough to come talk to us.” 

The audience applauded heartily. 
Then, one by one, members stood to at- 
tack the project on a more personal lev- 
el. 

Asked Genevieve Green of Avon 
Street, ‘‘Have the town engineers looked 
into this? Has anybody taken an engi- 
neering interest in this except the devel- 
oper? Is it up to the abutters to 
determine the problems?” 

Colyer answered that the burden of 
proof fell to the applicant—‘‘If he says 36 
units will work on this site, he has to 
prove it,”’ he said. 

The board’s legal counsel, Atty. Robert 
Zollner, added, ‘‘The town can not afford 
to undertake in-depth surveys on each of 
these critical (engineering) areas.” 

Fran O’Neil of. Summer Street, spokes- 


man for the newly-formed Central And- 
over Resident Association—a 
neighborhood group whose intentions, he 
said, were to be ‘‘pro-active”’ in dealing 
with problems such as the project—sum- 
marized abutters’ concerns about drain- 


age and traffic. In a 9%-house survey 
conducted by his group, he said, it was 
found that 80 percent of the polled homes 
have water problems, including wet or

flooding basements. 

The area is a “‘sensitive site,’’ he said, 
requiring detailed engineering studies. 
“If he (Bruk) misses the boat, that area 
is going to cause us a lot of problems,” 
he said. “It has already.”’ 

Concerning traffic, O’Neil said, ‘‘It’s a 
600-foot strip, and you’re going to have 
five major intersections.” 

He added that ‘‘Many, including the 
press, have tried to turn the issue into 
one of ‘low and moderate income’. That’s 
not the issue.’’ The issue, he concluded, 
is the fragility of the site. 

Another abutter asked how the board 
would view the project if it were pro- 
posed conventionally, without the over- 
riding powers of Chapter 774. 

Steve Colyer said that the application 
would require the waiver of 11 zoning by- 
laws, in addition to an unspecified num- 
ber of subdivision regulations. 

‘Will the developer have to bring more 
specific information to the ZBA?”’ asked 
an audience member. 

Colyer explained that, technically, 
Bruk has given as much information as 
the law would require for an appeal to 
the state Housing Appeals Committee, 
should the ZBA turn down his request for 
comprehensive permit. However, for the 
sake of its own consideration on the local 
level, he said, “‘The ZBA can ask more 
firmly.” 

An abutter who has lived in the area 
for more than 50 years expressed her 
concern over possibleblasting that might 
be necessary if ledge is found on the site. 
“If they smash that ledge up there,” she 
said, ‘‘We’re going to have a swimming 
pool.”’ 

Others decried the damage that blast- 
ing could wreak on surrounding older 
homes; someone asked if Bruk in fact 
planned to blast. 

Colyer said that Bruk had expressed 
an unwillingness to blast on the site, pre- 
ferring to fill the land, if necessary, for 
the placement of his slab-based build- 
ings. 

He said, however, that the developer 
had suggested he visit a ‘‘similar site’’ in 
Rockport—an elderly housing project of 
30 units, designed by the same architec- 
tural firm and built under the same com- 
prehensive permit process. For that 
project, said Colyer, ‘‘They blasted over 
there for five solid weeks—that’s what 
the building superintendent told us.”’

help in this search: “If there was this 
much energy put into finding a solution 
to the problem of affordable housing,’’ he 
said, ‘“There would be no need to have 
comprehensive permits.” He added that 
there were many avenues in town, in- 
cluding committees, set up to address 
the issue. 

An audience member protested that 
the issue was not pro-action; it was wet 
back yards and traffic and the plight of 
individual owners of single-family dwell- 
ings. 

Board Member Andrew Girdwood con- 
tradicted her. “If the town is going to 
have a solution,’ he said, ‘‘it will have to 
be done by others, or we can do it oursel- 
ves...What Mike is suggesting is that we 
try to solve it ourselves, where we have 
more control.” 

Steve Colyer added that only those 
units in the proposed project that will be 
purchased by the Housing Authority will 
actually be considered ‘“‘low-cost hous- 
ing’’—and will therefore offset And- 
over’s 600-unit deficit. 

Another resident added her concerns 
about the loss of wildlife that the new 
construction would effect. ‘‘As we build 
and take up all of our green buffer area,”’ 
she said, ‘‘We are diminished, because 
we have less of this to enjoy. I feel it’s an 
important issue.” 

Houghton concluded the discussion by 
summarizing the board’s opinion on the 
issue—that the project would occupy a 
sensitive site, and that the developer had 
not answered questions of sewer adequa- 
cy, stormwater drainage, traffic and 
earth removal; that there had been no 
studies to determine the presence of 
ledge; that on-site open space was inade- 
quate, and that there had been no consid- 
eration of screening or buffering 
between it and abutting residences. 
Based upon these considerations, he 
said, the board would recommend disap- 
proval.

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BOARD OF HEALTH (Community Development & Planning) 
“ 


The Board of Health, Town of Andover, Massachusetts acting under the authority of 
Section 31, Chapter 111 of the General Laws and amendments and additions thereto, 
and by any other power thereto enabling, has duly made and adopted the following 
rules and regulations in the interest of and for 7a preservation of the public health. 
These regulations have been adopted by unanimous vote of the Board at its regularly 
scheduled meeting of August 25, 1986, and are effective forthwith upon publication. 
REGULATIONS FOR USE OF RECOMBINANT DNA MOLECULE TECHNOLOGY 
1) APPLICABILITY 

All activities associated with constructing recombinant DNA (rDNA) molecules 
and using organisms and viruses containing rDNA molecules within the Town of 
Andover shall be performed in strict accordance with these regulations and with the 
NIH Guidelines as defined in Section 2-C below. The regulations shall govern where 
they differ from the Guidelines. The regulations do not apply to finished products 
which contain rDNA molecules and which have been approved by other government 
regulatory agencies for medical or other purposes. 

2) DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose of these regulations, the following definitions are adopted: 

a) Large-scale means the use of more than 5000 liters of rDNA culture. 

b) Significant deviation means any deviation that might have an adverse affect 
on personal or public health. 

c) Guidelines means: 

(1) National Institutes of Health Guidelines for Research Involving 
Recombinant DNA Molecules published in the Federal Register of May 7, 
1986, and any subsequent Federal amendment thereto approved by the 
Board of Health. 

(2) In the event that the National Institutes of Health shall discontinue or 
abolish their guidelines, those guidelines in effect and approved by the 
Board of Health at the time of such discontinuance shall remain in effect. 

3. ANDOVER BIOSAFETY OFFICER (ABO) 

a) The Director of Public Health shall serve as the Andover Biosafety Officer to 
oversee all use of rDNA in Andover and to advise the Board of Health. 

b) Specific responsibilities of the ABO shall include: 

(1) Establishing policies, procedures and criteria to aid in the implementation 
of these regulations. 

(2) Reviewing all amendments to the Guidelines before submitting recommen- 
dations to the Andover Board of Health for aproval. 

(3) Reviewing all applications for permits for the use of rDNA in Andover for 
compliance with the Guidelines and conformity with such other regulations 
as the Board of Health may from time to time promulgate. 

(4) Reviewing institutions’ manuals, worker training programs, health-safety 
programs and monitoring procedures. 

(5) Determining the manner in which institutions and Institutional Biosafety 
Committees make reports, applications and recommendations to the ABO 
and the type of information required. Reviewing such reports, applications 
and recommendations and approving where appropriate. Carrying out site 
visits to institutional facilities. Approving the community members of the 
IBCs. 

(6) Developing a procedure for members of institutions to report the ABO 
violations of these regulations, the Guidelines, or any other health regula- 
tions the Board of Health may promulgate. 

4. INSTITUTIONAL BIOSAFETY COMMITTEE (IBC) 

a) The Institutional Biosafety Committee (IBC), established by the Guidelines, 
shall have as members, in addition to the corporate representatives, the ABO 
and the Andover Board of Health designated representative. 

b) The IBC shall meet on a regular basis, all minutes of the IBC meetings must be 
forwarded to the ABO or Andover Board of Health. 

c) The ABO and ABOH designated representative members of the IBC shall have 
no financial interest in the institution or any other institution in competition 
therewith, and such representatives shall be bound to the same provisions as to 
non-disclosure and non-use of proprietory information and trade secrets as all 
other members of IBC, except to the extent necessary to alleviate any public 
health hazard. As used in this regulation, proprietory information and trade 
secrets shall be defined as set forth under the law of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

d) In accordance with the Guidelines the IBC, acting on behalf of the institution, 
reviews all rDNA use for compliance with the Guidelines and approves those 
projects that conform with the Guidelines. A description of each protocol 
approved by the IBC, including all organisms and the containment to be used, 
and a statement certifying that the experiment conforms with the Guidelines 
shall be filed with the ABO and the Andover Board of Health. 

e) All information sent to the Andover Board of Health and ABO shall have any 
proprietory information and trade secrets removed therefrom. The full text 
shall remain on file in the records of the institution for inspection at all reasona- 
ble times by any member of the IBC. 

5. PERMITS 

a) All institutions planning to use rDNA must obtain a permit from the Board of 
Health with the prior approval of the ABO before commencing said technology. 
All permits are issued for one year and may be revoked for cause. 

b) Institutions seeking such a permit from the Board of Health must first submit 
the following to the ABO: 

(1) A plot plan showing the proposed location of the facility and floor plan 
showing the internal layout of the facility. 

(2) A list of the major taxonomic groups from which cell lines are obtained or 
strains are isolated: . * ©" organisms which are known human 


pathogens; containment levels, and decontamination procedures to be 


employed. 

(3) i cortcelios from the IBC, for any experiment with known human 
pathogens, that an applicable protocol exists covering resistance to 
antibiotics, symptoms of infection and emergency incident procedures. 

(4) A plan for validation of waste systems to assure that surviving rDNA 
organisms will not be released into the environment. 

(5) A plan for systematic pest control management in laboratories, contiguous 
facilities and food service establishments in the same building. 

(6) A plan for systematic security of the premises. 

(7) The institution’s health monitoring, health surveillance and safety manuals, 
together with the plan for an appropriate medical surveillance program as 
determined by the IBC for all perp engaged in the use of rDNA. Such 
programs shall include, but shall not necessarily be limited to: 

a) A pre-employment medical examination for employees. 

b) Prompt reporting to the IBC of employee illnesses that are hotenkialty 
related to rDNA use. 

c) Retention of medical and health records for at least ten years. Medical or 
employee health records shall be made available for inspection and may 
be used for public health studies only with the consent of the employee. 

d) A training program of safeguards and safety procedures for personnel. 

(8) The name (s) of the Principal Investigator (s) who shall be responsible for 
enforcing the policies of the IBC. 

(9) A plan for orienting representatives of the Andover Health, Fire and Police 
Departments to the physical plant and to procedures to be utilized in the 
event of an emergency. 

(10) Written agreement to allow inspection of facilities and pertinent records by 

the ABO 

c) The ABO shall review the institution’s application for a permit and supporting 
documents and make a recommendation of the same to the Andover Board of 
Health within thirty (30) days of the filing of such application. The Andover 
Board of Health shall take final action on the permit application within forty- 
five (45) days after the application is filed with the ABO. The period within 
which final action shall be taken may be extended for a definite period by 
mutual consent of the Board of Health and the applicant. 

d) The fee for a permit granted by the Board of Health, or annual renewal thereof, 
shall be $500.00. 

6. INSPECTION AND REVIEW 

a) All institutions involved in the use of rDNA shall allow inspection of their facili- 
ties, procedures and practices in order to confirm compliance with this 
ordinance 

b) The Andover Board of Health shall retain a professionally competent person, 
agency or institution to perform inspections and reviews. The results shall be 
reported to the Board of Health, the ABO and the institution involved. 

c) The Andover Board of Health, its employees, the ABO and any individual or 
institution employed to perform inspections shall maintain the confidentiality of 
all proprietary information released to them by reason of this ordinance. 

7. RESTRICTIONS 

a) rDNA use requiring BL3 containment shall be allowed as provided for in 

Section 11. rDNA use or experiments requiring BLA containment shall not be 


permitted. 

b) The institution shall submit to the ABO documentation of the approved 
containment level for any experiment for which containment level is not pre- 
scribed in the NIH Guidelines prior to the commencement of such experiment. 

c) Large scale rDNA use shall be permitted only with prior review and approval 
by the ABO. 

d) There shall be no deliberate release into the environment, that is to sewers, 
drains or the air, or any organism containing rDNA. 

e) The institution shall report within 24 hours to the ABO, followed by a written 
report within 5 days to the ABO, any significant deviations from the Guidelines 
and any significant accidents or illnesses or releases related to the use of rDNA. 
An additional inspection of facilities and procedures may be deemed necessary 
by the ABO based upon judgement of the nature and extent of the problem. 

8. PENALTIES 

a) Violation of the conditions of this ordinance shall subject the violator to a fine of 
Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) per day, and in addition the facility in which the 
violation occurs may be closed by the Board of Health. Each hae of the violation 
shall constitute a separate and distinct offense. 

b) Once a permit has been issued it may be revoked only after due notice, a 
hearing, and determination by the Board of Health that the institution involved 
has materially failed to comply with these regulations, the permit agreements 
or the guidelines; or if in the opinion of the Board of Health use of rDNA causes 
a nuisance or adversely affects the public health, safety and welfare in 
Andover. 

9. ASSESSMENTS 

The salaries and expenses paid by the Town for inspections, reviews, staff and 

consultants for work directly related to carrying out the requirements of these 

regulations shall be assessed to the institutions holding permits under these regu- 
lations. An accounting of these costs will be furnished annually to each institution. 

Only expenses exceeding the permit fee of $500.00 shall be assessed. 

10. SEPARABILITY 

Each part of these regulations is construed as separate to the end that if any 

section, item, sentence, clause or phrase is held invalid for any reason, the 

remainder of these regulations shall continue in full force and effect. 
11. VARIANCE 
The Andover Board of Health may vary the application of any provision of these 
regulations with respect to any particular case when, in its opinion, the enforce- 
ments thereof would do manifest injustice; provided, that the decision of the Board 
of Health is not in conflict with the spirit of these standards. Any variance granted 
by the Board of Health must be in writing with a copy available to the public at all 
reasonable hours in the Office of the Town Clerk and in the Office of the Andover 

Board of Health.

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Eastern Bloc leaders embracing their 
Western counterparts, and they seem to 
be kissing,’’ she joked, ‘the Eastern 
leader is really whispering, ‘Did you 
bring any Western money with you?’ ”’

Ultimately, the Sterziks invited the 
Kohls to return to East Germany—and to 
stay in their home. 

This year, the Kohls had the opportuni- 
ty to take them up on their offer. They 
were planning a European vacation, so 
they wrote to the East German travel 
bureau for further information about 
staying in that country. 

Surprisingly, the process of obtaining a 
visa, though time-consuming, was not 
difficult. “It’s as it goes in East Ger- 
many,”’ says Dennis. ‘‘ ‘We do anything 
for Western currency.’ ”’ 

The couple had smuggled a few ‘‘con- 
traband’’ items back into the U.S. from 
their first trip—among them, a copy of 
an East German newspaper and six cop- 
ies of ‘‘Luther’s Prayers’’ (only one was 
officially permitted). This time, says 
Dennis, they smuggled a few items in— 
including a solar-powered computer for 
their hosts. 

The six dollar computer was a lavish 
gift by East German standards, Dennis 
explains. There, it would cost approxi- 
mately $150. 

According to the Kohls, each home in 
East Germany keeps a guest book. All 
visitors must sign in; sometimes, the po- 
lice check to make sure that there is no 
one staying where they are not officially 
registered. The Kohls signed the Ster- 
ziks’ book for their July 17 thru 21 stay—

and the Sterziks put them up, quite ille- 
gally, in their summer cottage on the 
Saal River. 

The bungalow was comfortable; it did 
spark a bit of anxiety one morning, how- 
ever, when the Kohls looked up from the 
breakfast table and saw, outside the win- 
dow, that the local police making routine 
house checks. 

Luckily, they did not check the little 
cottage. 

As guests of residents, the Kohls found 
themselves considered less forbiding by 
the Sterziks’ family and neighbors. They 
ate with the family, tasting food their 
hosts referred to, with tongue in cheek, 
as “socialist sausage’’—the common 
fare, less expensive than restaurant 
foods. ‘It was good,”’ says Dennis—as 
were the elaborate and fattening fruit 
tortes their hostess constructed to please 
her guests. 

They were allowed to travel freely 
without harrassment, although Karin 
notes that the police were present— 
subtly—in every crowd. 

Adds Dennis, “I learned to tell the 
Russian from the German uniforms. I 
learned when to get nervous.” At the 
sight of the Russian police, that was. 

They also spoke with the people about 
attitudes, about differences and similari- 
ties. And about life in a divided coun- 
try—it is, says Dennis, taken for 


granted, to a great extent, because Ger- 
many has spent more of its recent histo- 
ry divided than united. 

Compared to our way of life, say the 
couple, there are many good points to 
life in East Germany. The pace is slow;

television is limited to four channels of 
uniformly uninspired fare—except for 
the West German news, a “must view” 
for most East Germans. There is time to 
spend with one’s family—walking, cross- 
country skiing, and generally socializing 
together. Families eat breakfast and din- 
ner together; some, like the Sterziks, 
sing together or play musical instru- 
ments. 

Everyone has work—although some of 
it is make-work. There are no homeless 
starving on the streets; crime is not a 
problem. Karin recalls stopping at stores 
and being amazed to find that young 
mothers, out pushing their babies in big 
prams, routinely parked the carriages 
outside stores—leaving their babies in 
them—when they went in to shop. ‘“‘No 
one would think of taking someone’s 
kids,”’ she says. 

Still, it is not a place that Westerners 
can embrace with uniform enthusiasm. 
There are the small annoyances—the 
milk and the beer are warm; there is no 
real Coca-Cola. It is hard to find fruit— 
the Kohls brought bananas, and their 
hosts divided them among family mem- 
bers, distributing them as if they were 
treasure. Pollution is rampant, because 
er burn soft coal in the absence of 
oil. 

And there is the big factor—the lack of 
freedom. 

Of their hosts, says Karin, “They loved 
their country. They would not want to 
leave, but they would like to travel freely 
without restriction, to receive goods 
from the West, to have the standard of 
living of the West.”’

A life, perhaps, such as their West Ger- 
man neighbors live—the life they see on 
the news. 


In the meantime, East Germans like 
the Sterziks tolerate their government’s 
restrictions with patience—and with un- 
derground humor. According to the 
Kohls, the Sterziks themselves rely on 
the wisdom of the small gesture of 
friendship, reasoning, as Beate did, ‘‘If 
our countries can’t have peace, we can 
make our own little peace between our 
families.”’

New School Year Will Begin 
Reshaping Of School System 


When Andover students return to 
school on Sept. 4, they will carry their 
empty notebooks and their newly-sharp- 
ened pencils into the same eight school 
buildings they left last summer. They 
will meet one new principal and a num- 
ber of new teachers (see separate arti- 
cle, this supplement); but, for them, the 
routine of school will probably appear 
business as usual—school bus rides, 
classes, recess, lunch, activities. 


Beneath the day-to-day programs, 
however, there is a stirring of change. It 
is not, by any means, a revolution; it is 
subtle—a slow building, the placement of 
a foundation and framework, of sorts, to 
be shaped over years. 


Superintendent of Schools Kenneth Sei- 
fert calls it ‘‘a small start’? toward what 
can and should be, on a grand scale, the 
retooling of education to fit the changing 
world. It goes beyond such physical pre- 
parations as increased computer litera- 
cy; it is far more basic and vital. It is an 
attempt to help the student develop and 
hone the skills necessary for productive 
thinking, coping, and solving the prob- 
lems of day-to-day survival. 


‘1 do not believe we are preparing our 
students for the future,”’ says Seifert. 
‘When you look at problem solving; 
when you look at the whole economic pic- 
ture, these kids are not problem solvers. 
Their sense of the world around them is 
provincial.”’ It is, he says, a world of air 
that is growing unbreatheable, of water 
that is becoming unfit to drink. A world 
where one of two marriages fail.

It is a world for which schools, includ- 
ing Andover, which move along in the 
rote-learning circles that have been dug 
through years of tradition, do not train 
their students, says Seifert. And yet, 
schools promote the image of their stu- 
dents’ readiness, to the satisfaction of 
parents and the students themselves, by 
bringing them to the point where they 
make good grades and pass achievement 
tests with high scores. 

“‘T was surprised to find out that people 
don’t seem too upset about that,” Seifert 
says. But, he adds, one of the most diffi- 
cult things for an administrator to do is 
to convince a community that their chil- 
dren are not doing well when they seem 
to be doing beautifully in achievement 
testing. Many do not seem to understand, 
he says, that such testing reflects recall 
and comprehension—which can be repli- 
cated more efficiently by a computer in 
many cases—rather than the uniquely 
human necessity known as problem-solv- 
ing capability. “It’s a very hard sell,” he 
says. 

To attack the problem most effective- 
ly, says Seifert, the school system should 
do what companies beyond the realm of 
the education world do when faced with 
potential obsolescence—retool and re- 
train. In education, budget constraints 
prevent doing so on a massive scale, but 
Seifert feels that, this year, Andover is 
making the first small steps toward pro- 
ducing the future-ready student. 

‘‘As we start looking to the coming 
year, we have reorganized; we have put 
some money in think skills and problem- 
solving,’ he says. Reforms in the curric-

ulum—including the creation of staff 
leadership positions, filled from within 
the existing teaching staff—emphasize 
and seek to teach those skills, and at- 
tempt to integrate them more fully into 
the classroom. 

Seifert is encouraged by teacher reac- 
tion to this new emphasis. ‘“The over- 
whelming number of staff are willing to 
change,” he says. ‘‘We’ve already ‘sur- 
veyed them.” They are willing to put in 
the necessary time and the research. 
But, he adds, the school system needs 
tools and resources beyond those it now 
has to amplify the effort now being 
made. These tools could include giving 
staff more time for their own relevant 
education—over the summer, in sabbati- 
cal study leave, in release days for 
workshop activities. ‘“‘We are not void of 
that,’’ he adds, ‘‘but as I said, we are just 
making a small start.” 

In addition to shifting the staff em- 
phasis to modern survival skills, one of 
Seifert’s goals is to make the student 
aware that responsibility for learning 
falls on his or her shoulders. ‘‘We are the 
only country that, when Johnny can’t 
read, blames the teacher,” he says. This 
year, the curriculum, classroom policies 
and teacher training will work toward 
instilling and enforcing the attitude that 
“every student who comes to school is 
going to try.”’ 

Even though the educational system is 
far from perfect, Seifert gives the And- 
over administration and staff high 
marks for their efforts and enthusiasm. 
“The balance is to do the best you can

with the resources you have,” he says. 
“I’m very pleased with how that’s going; 
that’s a tribute to some very conscien- 
tious people.” 

Last year, one of the school’s main 
goals was to enhance communication— 
among the schools, the community and 
the student, and within the system itself. 
Seifert says that some inroads have been 
made, but he does not give the attempt 
an unqualified ‘‘A.” 

Overall, he says, the School Committee 
benefitted from an increase in commu- 
nication, often reflected in presentations, 
from school officials, staff and students. 
An attempt to establish a center for par- 
ent-to-parent communication, however, 
did not fare so well. 

Last year, the school system made 
space available for parent groups to hold 
a number of discussions on parenting is- 
sues. Unfortunately, says Seifert, ‘‘atten- 
dance was not as large as was hoped 
for.”’ The ‘‘parent center’’ idea has been

tabled for the present. The school will 
instead take the parent education con- 
cept before the cameras—televising a se- 
ries of discussions on community access 
cable television. The plans are still in 
preliminary form. 

Internally, the system itself has in- 
creased its level of communication, says 
Seifert. Through discussions with the 
teaching staff, the administration has 
identified a need—which it is addres- 
sing—for an “‘employees’ assistance pro- 
gram. This program, which will be put 
into effect this year, will offer staff a re- 
source from outside the system to which 
they can go for problems that range 
from the financial to the psychological. 

Seifert feels that it should fall to the 
town to tell its teachers, ‘‘We do care for 
you as people,” he says. ‘“Teachers are 
expected to help students,” he adds. ‘“‘We 
have not been taking into account that 
the people who are helping have prob- 
lems.”

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Large Number Of New Personnel

When they come back to school this 
year, students in Andover will be meet- 
ing one new principal and 29 new teach- 
ers, a number School Superintendent 
Kenneth Seifert characterizes as unusu- 
ally large. 

In the elementary schools, Eileen 
Woods has been hired as the new princi- 
pal at Sanborn. Woods, who formerly 
worked as coordinator for Gifted Educa- 
tion in Reading, replaces A. Gene Frulla 
in the post. Her school is also gaining two 
teachers, June Blake and Elaine Costan- 
za. 

Four new teachers have been hired at 
Bancroft. They are Dorothy McCormick, 
Chris Howell Souza, Jane Prugh and 
Ruth Gosselin. At South, Toni Kulczar 
and Chris Williams have joined the tea- 
ching staff, and Evelyn Wrobel has been 
hired as a permanent substitute teacher. 

West Elementary is gaining two teach- 
ers, Marie Sica and Elizabeth Greene. 

At Shawsheen Early Childhood Center, 
Candice Bachner and Laura Tenero have 
been hired as teachers.

Two permanent subs have been added

Doherty Junior High, Chandler Parker 
(English), Delores Laughlin (English), 
Thomas Meyers (Social Studies), Judith 
Citron (Resourch Room) and Kathryn 
Aeder (Math) have been hired as teach- 
ers, and Linda Saalfrank (Foreign Lan- 
guages) as permanent substitute. 


At West Junior High, Karen Kelly

According to Seifert, the system is hir- 
ing teachers in larger numbers at this 
time, not because enrollment has in- 
creased, but because teachers are leav- 
ing in greater numbers. Older teachers 
are retiring and resigning, he says; 
many others are leaving education be- 
cause they feel that other fields are more 
financially rewarding. 


He says that the teaching staff num- 
bers roughly 350 this year; because at- 
tendance has increased slightly on the 
elementary level, while showing a corre- 
sponding decrease on the secondary lev- 
el, this represents no real increase over 
last year’s number.

Seifert notes that the system lost a 
number of creative and well-regarded 
teachers through retirement last year. 
“You’re losing something with that 
many years of experience,’”’ he says; 
“Something that’s hard to replace.’’ He 
notes, however, that the school ‘‘tries our 
best to get the best of the crop of new 
teachers who have a few years of experi- 
ence in teaching.”’ The extent of the ex- 
perience it buys is, to a great extent, 
governed by the budget. 


“That’s not to demean new teachers 
coming in,” he says, adding that the 
school is very discriminating in its hiring 
of newly graduated staff. 

This year, says Seifert, Andover has 
instituted a new personnel training pro- 
gram. Teachers in their first three years 
in the system will receive extensive 
training in the systems that make And- 
over schools work—from the computer 
technology to workshops in critical think- 
ing skills. “‘We have a base line of com- 
petence and expertise we want them to 
have,” he explains. ‘‘We’re going to pro- 
vide it.’’ The object is to strike a balance 
of competence that will offset the loss 
from those teachers who are leaving, he 
says, and to present the school as “‘sys- 
tems—not just buildings.”’ 
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New Principal At St. Augustine’s

come September. Marie Galinski says 
that she is “‘beginning to feel like I live 
here,” and commented that as a princi- 
pal she works ‘“‘as long as you have to to 
get things done.” 

Galinski earned her bachelor’s degree 
at Merrimack College and her master’s 
in administration at Salem State. She is 
now a Doctoral candidate at Northeast- 
ern University, with hopes of finishing 
next year. 

After graduating from Salem State, 
she taught for ten years at Our Lady of 
the Assumption School, Lynnfield, where 
she was a vice-principal for two years. 
She then became the principal at St. Jo- 
seph’s School, Haverhill, where she 
worked for five years before she was of- 
fered the position at St. Augustine’s. She 
was looking for a “‘challenging environ- 
ment’’ where she could ‘use -talents’’ 
like her strength in curriculum devel- 
opment. Her first goal at St. Augustine’s 
is to develop a computer curriculum for 
all grade levels. 

Galinski herself is a product of the pa- 
rochial school system and sites that, 
along with lack of opportunity in the pub- 
lic sector, as the reason she has always 
worked at Catholic Schools. ‘‘I really be- 
lieve in Catholic education...a value-cen- 
tered environment.” 
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Town Transports Pike Students 


This year, students will be riding to 
and from the private Pike School on And- 
over Public School buses, thanks to town 
compliance with provisions of an old, but 
reinterpreted, state law. 

According to Carol Znamierowski, 
transportation coordinator for the And- 
over School System, three additional 
buses have been contracted for the 1986- 
87 school year; combined with the four 
buses that now serve children attending 
St. Augustine School, they will transport 
children to and from Pike on the same 
days that public schools are in session. 

“Tt’s something that’s long overdue,” 
said Andover School Business Adminis- 
trator Frank Paul. “I feel that Mrs. 
Znamierowski has done a fine job co-or- 
dinating this, working with the Pike par- 
ents, their school and the Andover 
system.” 

Andover is busing the students in com- 
pliance with a paragraph in the state law 
on mandatory school attendance (Chap- 
ter 76, Section one) that requires towns 
to provide private school students ‘‘the 
same rights and privileges as to trans- 
portation to and from school as are pro- 
vided by law for pupils of public 


schools.” According Paul, tunding tor 
this transportation, including the three 
newly-contracted buses, will be re- 
imbursed by the state in next year’s bud- 


get. 

Paul said that the town’s busing of stu- 
dents to St. Augustine School ‘“‘probably 
goes back at least 15 years.” He esti- 
mates that the state mandate for private 
busing itself was enacted in the 1950’s. 

Because the same legislation further 
stated that private school students were 
entitled to transportation even if their 
schools were ‘‘conducted under religious 
auspices,’ he explained, towns such as 
Andover usually interpreted it as refer- 
ring primarily to parochial schools. That 
interpretation was successfully chal- 
lenged in a case Paul called ‘“‘the Essex 
decision”’ in 1983. ‘‘The most recent court 
decisions have proven we were in viola- 
tion of the law,”’ said Paul. ‘‘Transporta- 
tion is a safety issue...the public or 
private designation is irrelevant.” 

Andover did not comply immediately 
with the law after the Essex decision, 
said Paul, primarily because of confu- 
sion and bureaucratic red tape. A new 
law, greatly broadening the extent to 


which private school busing was re- 
quired was enacted 1983; the Lexington 
and Newton public school systems chal- 
lenged and re-challenged it in court. 
“Tt’s been a boondogle, up in the air for 
the last three years,”’ he said. 

As it now stands, public busing is man- 
dated for private students “‘to the same 
extent”’ as it is done for public students. 
Accordingly, Andover will bus students 
to and from both Pike and St. Augustine 
according to the public school schedule, 
even though there might be differences 
in daily or yearly calendars. 

Although the law technically entitles 
Phillips Academy to public transporta- 
tion, Paul said that schedule differences 
between the prep school and the public 
system are marked—which would proba- 
bly make busing ‘“‘to the same extent” 
difficult to impossible. For the present, 
such speculation is merely that—specu- 
lation. “‘No one from Phillips has asked 
for transportation,’ said Paul. 

If someone were to make a transporta- 
tion request, he added, the school depart- 
ment would review the schedules to 
determine its feasibility. 


400 Resume Classes At St. Augustine’s 


On Sept. 4, 400 students will be attend- 
ing St. Augustine School on Central St. 

The new principal, Marie Galinski, is 
joined by five new teachers this fall. In 
addition to new faculty, the school has a 
new roof and a new parking area in the 
rear of the building. The student/teacher

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Healthy Guidelines For A 


Comfortable Learning Experience 


Plenty of rest and physical exercise, 
as well as a balanced diet, are nec- 
essary for your child’s well-being. 
Schedule a complete physical exami- 
nation with your child’s doctor at least 
once a year, and be sure your child’s 
eyesight and hearing are checked. 

See that your child maintains regu- 
lar attendance at school. It is far more 
difficult to make up work than keep up 
day by day. 

See that adequate time and a quiet 
space are set aside for doing assign- 
ments. 

Provide your child with as much 
equipment for studying as you can rea- 
sonably afford. He’ll need a desk or 
free table on which he can spread his 
work. His reference library should 
contain at least a dictionary and per- 
haps encyclopedias, a thesaurus, and 
an atlas. 

Check whether your child received 
a and that they are done 
neatly and on time. Make a special 
point of doing this early in the school 
year, and at the beginning of each 
term, to start good homework habits. 
Homework is an obligation he has to 
his school and himself, and shoul- 
dering his own responsibilities is part 
of the learning experience. 


Emotional Requirements 


First and most important, you can 
help your child see himself as someone 
who CAN succeed. Teach him that one 
setback is not the end of the world and 
that, with a little effort, he can bounce 
right back. Praise your child’s succes- 
sess. Emphasize his strong points - 
whatever they are - as evidence of his 


Try to maintain an atmosphere at 
home that is relaxed. A certain 
amount of pressure is an essential part 
of motivation for learning, but do not 
pressure him to achieve beyond his 
abilities. 

Maintain open lines of communica- 
tion. Just by being there to talk - and to 
listen - you can improve your child’s 
emotional environment for learning. 
To communicate, you must listen, and 
to listen to a child, you must be pa- 
tient. Show an interest in things of 
great concern to your child. 

Help your child lead a balanced life. 
He needs to devote the time to his stud- 
ies and to recreational and social ac- 
tivities to develop his total personality. 

Your child may - even unwittingly - 
do poor work just to get the attention it 
brings. While praise is a stronger mo- 
tivator than reproff, he’ll seek any 
kind of recognition rather than none. 
Your genuine appreciationof genuine 
accomplishments can spur your child 
to greater achievement. 

Finally, if you have any complaints 
about the school, take them to the 
school and not to your child. Com- 
plaining to your child may only under- 
mine his confidence in the school. 
Appropriate members of the school 
staff can tell you why certain policies 
exist and can change them if your 
comments show a need for change. 


Intellectual Requirements 


Make a realistic appraisal of your 
child’s abilities. If necessary, talk to 
school personnel to help you determine 
his potentialities. Then set academic 
goals for and with your child that are 
within his reach. 


Stimulate your child intellectually 
from the very beginning of his life. 
There is overwhelming evidence that a 
child’s attitude toward learning are 
largely formed before he ever enters a 
classroom. Stimulate a love for read- 
ing early in life. 

Throughout your child’s school ca- 
reer, always keep school work in per- 
spective. Show that it is the most 
important thing he is doing during his 
growing up years. Respect his study 
time by not interrupting or distracting 
him and by se down the noise. 
His daily schedule should include time 
for family responsibilities and certain 
chores, as well as time to complete all 
school assignments. 

Discuss your child’s assignments 
with him, but don’t do them. It’s his 
pursuit of learning, not yours. Howev- 
er you can offer suggestions and point 
out sources of information. Large pro- 
jects, especially, are just more fun 
when there is someone with whom to 
discuss them, someone who watches 
the progress with interest. 

Encourage your child to develop in- 
terests related to his academic sub- 
jects to enrich his education. Take 
vacations to historic sites. Discuss the 
news events you watch ry mn on 
television. Start him with a library of 
books recommended by the school or 
the public library. Give him a gift of 
his own magazine subscription. 


Use every opportunity to show your 
child the relationship between school 
subjects and life. His responsibilities 
should become more complex as he 
learns and matures, and his interest is 
less likely to flag when he can see the 
point of learning.

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The school day begins when the stu- 
dent leaves home and ends when the 
student returns home. Each student is 
under the jurisdiction of the school ad- 
ministration during this entire period. 

Riding the school bus is a privilege. 
This privilege will be taken away from 
any student who is not well-behaved, 
courteous or who endangers the health 
or safety of any student. 

If a student does not follow the Rules 
and Regulations for Bus Students, the 
student will be reported to the school 
principal for necessary disciplinary 
action. Any decision revoking the priv- 
ilege of a student to ride the school bus 

ill be made only by school authori- 
ties. Prior to such a decision the mat- 
ter will be discussed with the bus 
driver and the student and the parents 
of the student will be informed. Before 
a student can have the bus privilege 
reinstated, the student and the stu- 
dent’s parents must meet with the 
School Committee to discuss the mat- 
ter. 


Students 


1. Only authorized students may ride 
the bus. 

2. Obey the driver in all matters ae 
taining to the operation of the school 
bus. The bus driver is the representa- 
tive of parents and teachers and is di- 
rectly responsible for the safety of 
each student on his/her bus. 

3. Exercise courtesy towards others 
while loading, riding and leaving the 
bus. Aplication of this simple rule will 
result in a more enjoyable ride to 
school each day and will prevent many 
ae situations from arising. 

. Arrive at the bus stop on time and 
wait for the bus on the curb or shoul- 
der off the road. 

5. Cross highways and streets only in 
front of the bus. Move away from the

front bumper of the bus approximately 
6-8 feet so the bus driver can observe 
your crossing. Do not run or dash into 
street or roads without looking both 
ways even though the bus driver has 
traffic stopped. 

6. Avoid trespassing on private prop- 
erty and being noisy. 

7. Board the bus in an orderly man- 
ner when the bus has come to a full 
stop and the driver has opened the 
door. 

8. Take your seat promptly and, if 
= must stand; grasp a seat bar 
irmly. 

9. Assignment of seats is left to the 
discretion of the bus driver and/or 
school authorities. However, if seat as- 
signments are made, compliance is 
mandatory. 

10. Remain seated until the bus 
comes to a full stop, then leave in an 
orderly manner. 

11. Allow standees off first once the 
school bus has come to a full stop. 

12. Do not talk to the driver while the 
bus is in motion. 

13. Avoid actions that might distract 
the driver and result in a serious acci- 
dent. 

14. Keep your voice low, no shouting, 
whistling, rough housing, pushing, 
fighting or throwing objects. 

15. Do not extend arms or any other 
parts of your body out the windows. Do 
not throw any objects or spit out the 
bus windows. 

16. Do not smoke on the bus. 

17. Ask the driver’s permission be- 
fore opening the windows. 

18. Help keep the bus clean and re- 
port anything damaged in the bus to 
the driver. Do not eat or chew gum on 
the bus. 

19. Keep books/bundles out of the 
aisles and do not carry heavy objects 
on the bus that might cause injury to 
other students. If you carry small ani-

mals on the bus for school projects, 
you are responsible for their con- 
tainment while enroute to and from 
school. 

20. Ride your assigned bus and do 
not ask the driver to make unautho- 
rized stops unless written permission 
is received from your ents and 
agreement is reached between the 
principal and bus driver. 

21. Report any violation of these rul- 
es to your bus proctor, the bus driver 
or your teacher. 

22. Violation of the above rules may 
result in suspension of your bus-riding 
privilege. 


Accident Procedure 


1. Keep calm and follow the direc- 
tions of the bus driver. Stay in your 
seat until the bus driver tells you what 
action to take. 

a. Do not touch any emergency 
—. until told by the driver; 

. In case of fire, leave the bus in 
an orderly manner and move to the 
nearest exit away from the fire. 

2. If the driver is injured and unable 
to move, notify the nearest adult or 
contact the police or fire department 
on the nearest phone. 

3. Report any injuries to yourself or 
other students to the driver. 


Parents 


1. Instruct children on the content of 
the bus code. 

2. Support the bus driver in main- 
taining discipline on the bus. 

3. Ensure children arrive at the bus 
stop on time. Supervise children when 
necessary. 

4. Make suggestions in writing to the 
Office of Business Services to improve 
the bus routes. 

5. Report any concerns or violations 
to the principal/assistant principal of 
the school the child attends.
